Reasons for the enactment 

The power to accord sanction for instituting legal proceedings against 
any person in respect of anything done or purporting to be done in 
exercise of the powers conferred by the Punjab Disturbed Areas Act, 
1983 should be given to the Central Government as has been provided 
In the Armed Forces (Punjab and Chandigarh) Special Powers Act, 
1983. The present measure is being enacted to give effect to the said 
proposal. 

2. In view of the urgency of the matter, it is not practicable to con¬ 
sult the Consultative Committee of Parliament on the Punjab Legisla¬ 
tion. The measure is accordingly being enacted without reference to 
the Consultative Committee.
